The primary ballot of each political party for each precinct
shal | be arranged and printed substantially in the manner
fol | ow ng:

1. Designating words. At the top of the ballot shall be
printed in large capital letters, words designating the
ballot, if a Republican ballot, the designating words shal
be: "REPUBLI CAN PRI MARY BALLOT"; if a Denocratic ballot the
designating words shall be: "DEMOCRATI C PRI MARY BALLOT"; and
in like manner for each political party.

2. Oder of Nanes, Directions to Voters, etc. Beginning

not |less than one inch bel ow designating words, the nanme of
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each office to be filled shall be printed in capital letters.
Such nanes may be printed on the ballot either in a single
colum or in 2 or nore colums and in the foll ow ng order,
to-wit:

President of t he Uni ted St at es, State of fices,
congressional offices, delegates and alternate del egates to
be elected fromthe State at large to National nom nating
conventions, delegates and alternate delegates to be el ected
from congressional districts to Nat i onal nom nati ng
conventions, nenber or nenbers of t he State central
commttee, trustees of sanitary districts, county offices,
judicial officers, «city, village and incorporated t own
offices, town offices, or of such of the said offices as
candi dates are to be nomnated for at such primary, and
precinct, township or ward conmtteenen. If tw or nore
colums are used, the foregoing offices to and including
menber of the State central conmttee shall be listed in the
left-hand colum and Senatorial offices, as defined in
Section 8-3, shall be the first offices listed in the second
col um.

Bel ow the nanme of each office shall be printed in snal
letters the directions to voters: "Vote for one"; "Vote for
two"; "Vote for three"; or a spelled nunber designating how
many persons under that head are to be voted for.

Next to the name of each candidate for delegate or
alternate delegate to a national nom nating convention shal
appear either (a) the nane of the candidate's preference for
President of the United States or the word "uncomm tted" or
(b) no official designation, depending upon the action taken
by the State central commttee pursuant to Section 7-10.3 of
this Act.

Bel ow t he nanme of each office shall be printed in capital
letters the nanes of all candidates, arranged in the order in

which their petitions for nom nations were filed, except as
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ot herwi se provided in Sections 7-14 and 7-17 of this Article.
Opposite and in front of the nane of each candi date shall be
printed a square and all squares wupon the prinmary ballot
shall be of wuniform size. Spaces between the nanes of
candi dat es under each office shall be uniformand sufficient
spaces shall separate the nanes of candi dates for one office
fromthe nanmes of candidates for another office, to avoid
confusion and to permt the witing in of the names of other
candi dat es.

on that office or public question and will offer the

voter an opportunity to correct the error bef or e

rejecting the choices recorded on the voter's ballot.

(4 It wll enable each voter in primary el ections

to vote only for the candidates of the political party

with which he or she had declared affiliation and

preclude the voter fromvoting for any candi date of any

other political party.
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(5) It enables a voter to vote a split ticket

selected in part fromthe nom nees of one party, in part

fromthe nom nees of any or all parti es, in part from

i ndependent candidates, and in part of candi dates whose

nanmes are witten in by the voter

(6) It enables a voter, at a Presidential election,

by a single selection to vote for the candidates of a

political party for Presidential electors.

(7) It wll prevent anyone voting for the sane

person nore than once for the sane office.

(8 It will record and count accurately each vote

properly cast for or against any candidate and for or

agai nst any public question, including the names of al

candi dates whose nanes are witten in by the voters.

(9) It will be capable of nmerging the vote

tabul ation results produced by other vote tabulation

systens, if necessary.

(10) It wll provide a neans for sealing and

resealing the vote recording devices to prevent their

unaut hori zed use and to prevent tampering wth ball ot

| abel s.

(11) It wll be suitably designed for the purpose

used, be durably constructed, and be desi gned for safety,

accuracy, and efficiency.

(12) It will be designed to accommdate the needs

of elderly, handi capped, and di sabl ed voters.

(13) It wll enable a voter to vote for a person

whose nane does not appear on the ballot.

(14) It wll be designed to ensure that vote

recordi ng devices or electronic tabul ati ng equi pnent that

count votes at the precinct wll not be capable of

reporting vote totals before the close of the polls.

(15) It will provide an audit trail.
